'Not a nickel' spent 
on Italy, says Colby 


CAIRO (UPI) — President Anwar 
Sadat said today the Soviet Union sent 
arms to Egypt for a while early last 
year, but then “completely stopped” the 
shipments. 
In an interview with the Kuwaiti new­ 
spaper A1 Siyassa, quoted by the Middle 
East News Agency, Sadat confirmed 
there had been some military aid from 
Russia but indicated it stemmed from 
contracts signed before the October, 
1973, war. 
“ They started in February and March 
’75 to give us what was contracted, which 
was needed,” Sadat said. “ But they also 
stopped and didn’t complete (the 
agreement). 
“Since then, they have completely 
stopped aid — both military and 
economic.” 
Sadat has complained since last sum­ 
mer about the Soviet refusal to honor its 
pledge to resupply arms Egypt lost in the 
1973 war. 
Asked whether he has succeeded in his 
efforts to diversify his arsenal with 
Western-made arms, the president said, 
“ Yes, thank God, all doors are open to us 
Government 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The govern­ 
ment has drafted regulations that will 
lead to a short term price reduction in 
gasoline and home heating oil. 
Acting under the new energy policy 
legislation, the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration drafted regulations for 
public comment and if no revisions are 
necessary, the proposals will go into ef- 
feet Feb. 1. 
The law allows an average oil price of 
$7.66 a barrel, more than $1 a barrel 
below the current average and that 
change is expected to lead to a 1 to 1.5 
cent reduction in gasoline and home 
heating oil prices. 
During February, costs of producing 
oil will be reviewed and the law allows 
gradual increases in oil prices to match 
rising costs. 
Before the energy bill was enacted, the 
average price for all domestic oil was 
about $8.75 a barrel, according to the 
FEA.

Sadat said Egypt needs $4 billion in the 
next two years and will try to borrow the 
money from oil-rich Arab states and 
reimburse them through profits from oil 
discoveries and Suez Canal tolls. 
"I have $600 million or $700 million I 
get out of the Suez Canal and the Sinai 
oilfields every year,” Sadat said. “ I am 
ready to pay $500 million every year as 
annual installments.”

Sadat also commented on the two 
latest international terrorist attacks — 
the Dec. 21 kidnaping of delegates 
attending the Organization of Pe­ 
troleum Exporting Countries meeting in 
Vienna and the bombing Dec. 29 at New 
York’s LaGuardia Airport. 
Of the OPEC incident, Sadat said “ It is 
really a shame that some Arab leaders 
should finance some gangs to commit 
such operations, which recall Mafia 
operations.”

Sixty per cent of that domestic produc­ 
tion, however, was under a price ceiling 
of $5.25 a barrel.

Under the new law, the president is 
authorized to raise by up to 10 per cent 
the average per barrel price ceiling, in­ 
itially fixed at $7.66 a barrel.

During debate on the energy bill, some 
Congressmen said the legislation will 
lead to a 3.5 cents a gallon price reduc­ 
tion. initially. FEA Administrator Frank 
Zarb, however, said other provisions in 
the legislation will enable retailers to 
pass along to consumers some costs that 
have been previously bottled up and the 
overall price decrease will be no more 
than 1.5 cents per gallon. 


IMF ministers 


cite progress 


in two areas 


KINGSTON, Jam aica (U P I) - 
Finance ministers attending a two-day 
meeting of the International Monetary 
Fund said today they had made progress 
toward solving two of the world’s most 
pressing fiscal problems — currency ex­ 
change reform and the role of gold. 
The IMF interim committee, made up' 
of 20 financial experts representing the 
fund’s 128 member nations, Wednesday 
reached agreement on the two issues 
which have divided the industrial powers 
for years. 
Treasury Secretary William Simon 
and British Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Denis Healy announced after 
Wednesday’s meeting that only the ques­ 
tion of easing restrictions on large loans 
to poorer nations remained unsettled. 
Both predicted agreement would be 
reached at today’s meeting. 
The new currency exchange system 
will let the United States continue 
floating the dollar, but will also allow na­ 
tions to set parties if they wish. It also 
provides for intervention in cases of 
irrational currency fluctuations, but only 
if the government involved agrees. 
The committee also agreed to begin 
eliminating gold from the world 
monetary system by selling off chunks of 
the IM F’s holdings 
One 25-million-ounce portion, about 
one-sixth of all the IMF’s gold, will be 
restored to the central banks for $42 an 
ounce. Another 25 million ounces will be 
sold on the open market. 


U.S. Jamaican

KINGSTON; Jamaica (UPI) - A 
policeman assigned to guard the U.S. 
Consulate

Kingston after 
demonstrators stoned it Wednesday was 
fatally shot and another was critically 
wounded in an attack early today, a U.S. 
government spokesman said. 
The latest outbreak of violence against 
Kingston security officers came after 
the government had imposed emergency 
measures in one West End residential 
area and in the vicinity of the Inter­ 
national Monetary Fund Conference be­ 
ing held in the major hotel section of the 
city. 


SILVA PORTO, Angola (UPI) - A 
pro-western Angolan leader said today 
anti-communist forces will not launch an 
offensive against Marxist rivals before 
the weekend meeting of African states to 
avoid jeopardizing chances for peace 
Jonas Savimbi, president of the 
National Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola, said he ex­ 
pected the Soviet-backed Popular Move­ 
ment for the Liberation of Angola, to 
strike south soon. 
He said pro-Western forces will dig in 
to positions south of the capital of 
Luanda, which is held by the Popular 
Movement, but they did not want to 
mount a counteroffensive until after the 
Organization of African Unity meeting in 
Ethiopia starting Jan 10. 
“ We do not think that is the right thing 
to do,” he said. “ We want the summit to 
have a chance of success.” 
Earlier this week the Popular Move­ 
ment scored major victories when it cap­ 
tured the northern towns of Uige and 
Negage, strongholds of the National 
Union’s ally, the National Front for the 
Liberation of Angola. 
Savimbi warned Wednesday the civil 
war will dramatically escalate unless 
the African states help work out a settle­ 
ment during the summit in Addis Ababa. 
South Africa 
withdrawal 
unconfirmed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presidential 
spokesman Ron Nessen said today the 
White House has received "no official 
word” of an imminent withdrawal of 
South African troops from war-torn 
Angola. 
But Nessen declined to go further 
when asked if President Ford had gotten 
unofficial word of such a move. Ad­ 
ministration sources said Wednesday 
South Africa had announced it was ready 
and willing to remove its soldiers froiii 
neighboring Angola within 48 hours. 
“ We have received no official word 
that South Africa is withdrawing 
troops,” said the White House press 
secretary. “ What we favor is withdrawal 
of all foreign elements.” 
Nessen indicated at a news briefing 
that he saw no connection between U.S. 
efforts to have Russian forces pulled out 
of \ngola and the planned resumption of 
American-Soviet nuclear arms limita­ 
tion talks in Geneva later this month. 
The administration had felt a 
withdrawal of South African troops may 
put the Organization for African Unity in 
a stronger position to bring pressure for 
Cuba and the Soviet Union to withdraw 
their forces from Angola. The OAU 
meets next week in Ethiopia.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Chase Manhat­ 
tan Bank, the nation’s third largest, to­ 
day lowered its prime interest rate to 7 
per cent from 7Vii per cent in response to 
the easier monetary policy of the 
Federal Reserve. 


Chase’s reduction in the key interest 
rate followed by a day a similar move by 
Cleveland Trust Co., a major Ohio 
bank. 


It was expected that First National 
City Bank, the nation’s second largest 
back and a trend-setter on interest rates, 
also would reduce its prime by a quarter 
of a point to 7 per cent Friday. 


The trend toward lower interest rates 
has produced a strong four-day rally on 
the stock market. It could go as low as 
6% per cent, analysts said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - CIA Director 
William E. Colby said today his agency 
has not “ spent a nickel” in Italy in re­ 
cent months, but he would not rule out 
that funds had been authorized for pay­ 
ment to nonCommunist Italian politi­ 
cians. 
Colby also said the United States 
should “ help its friends” in pro-Western 
nations to keep them from falling under 
Communist control. 
Administration sources said Wednes­ 
day the CIA authorized $6 million in 
secret aid over the past month to anti­ 
communist politicians in Italy. 
The aim was to help them combat the 
Italian Communist party, which won 33 
per cent of the vote in last June’s elec­ 
tions and is the strongest Communist 
party in Western Europe. 
The White House refused to confirm or 
deny the report but said President Ford 
“ is angry over seeing these allegations 
in print” and feels they damage foreign 
relations. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Howard 
Callaway, President Ford’s campaign 
manager, today urged Ford to set aside a 
week to concentrate mainly on cam­ 
paigning in the early primaries. 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nes­ 
sen told reporters Ford still intends to 
stick to his strategy of spending most of 
his time in Washington running the 
country’s affairs, rather than traveling 
around on the campaign trail. 
“ He is going to do very little cam­ 
paigning,” Nessen said. But he indicated 
Ford would visit the early primary 
states, including New Hampshire, al­ 
though no firm dates have been chosen 
Callaway said he hoped Ford will set 
aside a week for campaigning in the 
primaries. Callaway recommended a 
weekend of campaigning in New 
Hampshire early in February and 
perhaps one other trip to that state 
where the nation’s first primary will be 
held Feb. 24. 
Callaway also is urging two trips to 
Florida before its primary and one trip 
to North Carolina and Illinois where ear­ 
ly primaries are being held. 
Nessen said he expects Vice President

at least 55 persons were killed and about 
125 wounded in the past 48 hours of battle 
in the sprawling suburbs east of the 
Beirut River The estimated toll for nine 
months of civil war rose to nearly 8,150 
dead and 16,400 wounded.

The question is whether 
Adam could retain his seat on 
the Planning Commission from 
the Fifth District if he is 
elected to the city council He 
said it would appear he could at 
least stay on the planning body 
until the March municipal elec­ 
tion results were in. 
Another member who could 
be missing from the Planning 
Commission by June might be 
Fourth District Commission 
member Robert C. Lilley of 
Lompoc, should Lilley decide to 
run for county supervisor and 
be named in the Primary Elec­ 
tion There’s no question that a 
county supervisor would have 


no right to a planner's seat as 
well 
Adam is one of two commis­ 
sion members from the Fifth 
District. The other is Darwin 
Sainz of Los Alamos. Lilley 
represents the Fourth District 
on the nine-member commis­ 
sion along with Dr. M.V. 
Duncan, also of Lompoc, who 
has spent more than 30 years on 
the commission and seems in 
no mood to retire. 


Should Adam, who served as 
planning commission chairman 
in 1975. win a city council post 
and step down as planning com­ 
missioner. it would be up to 
Fifth D istrict Supervisor 
H arrell Fletcher, of Santa 
Maria, to replace him. 


Meanwhile, the question of 
whether Lilley stays on the 
commission or goes off this 
year seemingly depends on 
Fourth D istrict Supervisor 
Francis H. Beattie. 
Beattie says he will make it 
known Jan 14 whether he will 
decline to seek a fourth four- 
vear term on the Board of

new chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors. This occurred 
M onday a t th e b o a r d ’s 
reorganization meeting.

Harwood (Bendy) White, of 
S u m m e rla n d , 
y o u n g e st 
member ever of the County 
Planning Commission, was 
chosen as new chairman for 
this year. 
Both Frost and White served 


as vicechairmen last year. 
White, an appointe of Frost, is a 
well-known tennis player and 
coach Both hold strict limited- 
growth views, in accord with 
available water supplies and 
other resources, as opposed to 
others on both supervisorial and 
planning bodies who feel 
sustained growth is needed to 
keep the county’s economy 
moving ahead, even though 
there are some sacrifices of the 
environment as a result. 
White, who comes from a 
prominent Montecito family, 
was named without opposition 
as the new planning body chief. 
He was elected unanimously, as 
was Frost on Monday. 


Subdivision over 
oil pool rejected 


Who would want to buy 
homesites — however scenic — 
in a large-lot subdivision over 
what is believed to be a large oil 
pool and containing producing 
oil wells and idle wells that 
could be reactivated? 
“Quite a few people,” es­ 
pecially those with horses and 
dogs who want some open 
space, and feel they’d be suf­ 
ficiently buffered from oil 
p ro d u ctio n , 
says G oleta 
engineer William A. Som- 
mermeyer.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The United Farm Workers union has 
been given a one-month extension to protest a $1.2 million state as­ 
sessment for alleged deficiencies in unemployment insurance con­ 
tributions. 
Jack Clevenger, chief administrative law judge for the state 
Unemployment Insurance Appeals Board, Wednesday said the 
UFW asked for the delay because of “complex and factual issues 
raised by the state’s claim.” 


Bill would ban polyvinyl chloride 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A bill prohibiting the manufacture and 
sale of polyvinyl chloride used for meat wrapping and other food 
packaging won unanimous approval Wednesday from the As­ 
sembly Health Committee. 
The commonly used plastic has been linked by some researchers 
to a rare cancer of the liver. In one case, the federal government 
removed a food container from the market because traces of the 
plastic leaked out of the bottle and into liquor. 
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Santa Barbara County of­ 
ficials received word Wednes­ 
day that the State Coastal 
(Conservation) 
Commission 
has voted to deny a permit for 
Chevron Land and Develop­ 
ment Company’s proposed 44- 
acre 
residential-recreational- 
commercial project on the 
ocean bluffs in the eastern part 
of the city of Carpinteria. 
The coastal commission staff 
had recommended denial of the 
permit. 
The p ro ject, one of the 
biggest ever envisioned in 
Santa Barbara County, had got­ 
ten approval by an 8-2 vote from 
the South C e n tra l C oast 
Regional Commission. 


It was appealed to the state 
body by former Carpinteria 
Councilman Kenneth Kilboume 
and the Carpinteria Valley As­ 
sn. after regional coastal com­ 
mission approval. Carpinteria 
City Council had also approved 
the project, and a referendum 
election brought on by citizen 
protests resulted in a close win 
for the project. 
The project called for 199 con­ 
dominium units, a 128-unit 
motel, 
highway-commercial 
uses, a tennis and swim club, 
and a business and light in­ 
dustrial park. 
S tate sta ff claim ed the 
project would result in urban 
sprawl rather than orderly 


development of the city proper,

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Polls show Reagan 
rise, Ford decline 


United Press International 
Separate public opinion polls 
today indicate Ronald Reagan 
is looking good to the public in 
the early stages of his cam­ 
paign. while President Ford's 
popularity slipped during the 
past month. 
Reagan opened his bid this 
week for the New Hampshire 
primary vote in his campaign 
for the GOP presidential 
nomination. Today he took up a 
warmer clime, moving into 
North Carolina, another state 
with an early primary. 
President Ford kept to the 
White House, brushing up 
budget plans and his speech on 
the State of the Union, due at 
mid-month. 
A Harris survey of 1.475 
adults nationwide showed 
Reagan winning acceptance on 
several fronts, 51 to 20 per cent 
identifying the former Califor­ 
nia governor favorably with 
reducing the government in 
business. 45 to 25 per cent on 
paring the bureaucracy, and 44 
to 25 per cent on a forceful 
stance with the Soviet Union. 


But in response to another 
question abcut inspiring the 
country to greatness. Reagan 
was rated less favorably, on the 
low side of a 33 to 31 per cent 
response. 
In a Gallup study made the 
weekend after President Ford 
returned from China, he won 
approval for his job perfor­ 
mance from 39 per cent of those 
surveyed, up 2 per cent from his 
worst pool but down 7 per cent 
from early December Another 
46 per cent disapproved of the 
way Ford handled his job and 15 
per cent declared they were un­ 
decided. 
Ford Wednesday visited his 
W ashington 
cam paign 
headquarters to thank the 
workers for the job they had 
been doing. He praised the com­ 
mittee for “integrity” and 
“teamwork 
While Reagan has been ex­ 
plaining to New Hampshire 
voters his intent to cut the cost 
of the federal government by 
190 billion. Ford was drafting a 
budget that aides say will be 
hpinw « w billion and will cer­ 


tainly "bring screams of 
protest from various special in­ 
terest groups." 
The Democratic Party can­ 
didates for the presidential 
nomination also talked of broad 
government programs. 
In Boston. Sargent Shriver 
said he had a plan to cut un­ 
employment — now 8.3 per cent 
- to under 5 per cent by mid- 
1978. and reduce inflation — 
now 8.1 per cent — to 6.3 per 
cent by then Shriver did not put 
a price tag on his package. 
While Shriver was in Boston, 
Rep. TTiomas P. O’Neill Jr. of 
Boston, the House Democratic 
leader, endorsed Rep. Morris 
Udall for the Democratic 
nomination, saying Udall had 
the best chance to win. 
Another Democrat con­ 
tender. Sen. Henry M. Jackson. 
D-Wash., campaigned in 
Florida, which he said was not 
a private preserve for the can­ 
didacies of George C. Wallace 
and Jimmy C arter, two 
Southerners trying for the 
Democratic candidacy. 
Italy tackles new crisis 


ROME (UPI) - Without a 
government for the 38th time in 
32 years. Italy today tackled a 
political crisis that could force 
early parliamentary elections 
and bring the West's largest 
Communist party closer to a 
national governing role. 
Premier Aldo Moro's 13- 
month-old minority coalition 
resigned Wednesday, six hours 
after the Socialist party with­ 
drew its support and left the 
government 10 votes shy of a 
majority in the lower house of 
Parliament. 
The Socialists. Italy’s third 
largest party, accused Moro’s 
Christian Democratic party of 
making secret deals with the 
Communists and giving them 
too much influence on economic 
matters. 
President Giovanni Leone 
asked the 58-year-old Moro, a 


four-time premier, to remain in 
a caretaker role until he 
decides whether to ask Moro to 
form a new cabinet or assign 
the task to someone else. 
Leone said he would begin 
meeting Monday with political 
leaders to discuss the crisis. 
If a new government cannot 
be assembled — a serious pos­ 
sibility — Leone would have to 
call parliamentary elections 
this spring, one year ahead of 
schedule. 
All seven national parties, in­ 
cluding the Communists, op­ 
pose early elections because 
the resulting government inac­ 
tion could dangerously harm 
the economy, already assailed 
by seven per cent unemploy­ 
ment and 12 per cent inflation. 
The Socialists demanded a 
broadly based emergency gov­ 
ernment to rule with Commu- 


nist backing until the scheduled 
1977 elections. 
The Christian Democrats’ 
party newspaper, II Popoio, 
rejected the idea saying the 
party is “ready for constructive 
dialogue with the opposition but 
cannot accept a Communist 
role in the governing majori­ 
ty ” 
The Communists won 33 per 
cent of the vote in regional elec­ 
tions last June, gaining 2.5 
million supporters to leap 
within two percentage points of 
the Christian Democrats. 
The Communists control 
every major Italian city except 
Rome and have a reputation for 
good government at the local 
level in corruption-prone Italy. 
Washington strongly opposes 
a major role for the Commu­ 
nists in running Italy, NATO’s 
strongest Mediterranean ally.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Apiculture Department offi­ 
cials pledge a high priority in- 
vestigation to determine 
whether agencies selling food 
stamps to needy people are 
misusing some of the money. 
"We’re going to put in 
whatever resources it takes to 
get into this,’’ Assistant 
Agriculture Secretary Richard

Police save 
kidnaped 
record exec 


PARIS (UPI) - In the best 
detective tradition, police trac­ 
ing a phone number found scrib­ 
bled in a suspect’s pants cuff, 
pried open a kitchen cabinet in 
a deserted country house and 
found kidnaped executive Louis 
Hazan — chained and gagged 
but safe. 
“It was the biggest surprise 
of my life,” the haggard looking 
Hazan said of his dramatic 
rescue Wednesday night. He 
had been squashed in the closet 
since six young, long-haired 
gunmen dragged him from a 
New Y ear’s Eve board 
meeting. 
Police arrested the alleged 
mastermind of the kidnaping 
only hours after freeing Hazan. 
They identified him as Bruno 
Brunini, 35, an invalid on 
crutches who owned an office 
cleaning firm in the same 
building 
as 
H azan’s 
phonograph recording com­ 
pany. 
Officials had steadfastly 
refused to allow payment of the 
$3.5 million ransom demanded 
by the kidnapers and new­ 
spapers hailed the outcome as a 
resounding victory for the new 
hardline policy. 
Police said 
five of the 11- 
member kidnap gang had been 
arrested, including two picked 
up at the Place de la Bastille by 
officers pretending to drop off 
the ransom. 


failed to deposit on schedule in 
federal reserve banks -more 
than $8 million collected in food 
stamp sales. 
This doesn’t mean the gov­ 
ernment has lost all of the 
money involved, one source 
said. At this point, it just hasn’t 
been deposited on schedule. But 
in at least one case in St. Louis, 
$1 million is missing from a 
stamp vendor’s accounts and 
may be lost to the government, 
the source said. 
Stamps are sold through 
more than 14,000 outlets 
throughout the country to more 
than 19 million needy Ameri­ 
cans who participate in the aid 
program. Under the program, 
qualified families pay cash for 
part of their stamp allotments 
and also get some “bonus" 
stamps. Last November, forex- 
ample, needy people paid $281 
million in cash for stamps 
worth a total of $712 million. 
Of the outlets selling stamps, 


about 3,700 are operated by 
local governments, 7,300 are 
banks and 2,100 are post offices. 
In addition there were 986 other 
outlets including credit unions, 
check cashing services and 
other p rivate a g en cies 
operating under contract with 
local government agencies. 
In the current 1975-76 fiscal 
year, 
officials estim ate 
between $3.4 billion and $3.5 
billion in cash is scheduled to be 
collected by the 14,000 vendors 
and turned over to the govern­ 
ment. Vendors are required to 
deposit the money promptly in 
federal reserve banks — within 
24 hours when they collect 
$1,000 or more.

judge federal court has ruled 
Nixon was advised of the rul­ 
ing shortly after it was handed 
down Wednesday. His lawyers 
refused to quote Nixon’s reac­ 
tion, but said “it was printable. 
He was disappointed as is 
anyone when they lose a court 
case." 
Nixon told them to take an 
immediate appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 
In Wednesday’s ruling, the 
court, recognizing “sensitivity 
to constitutional protections," 
barred the General Services 
Administration, which has 
custody of the Nixon items, 
from transferring or making 
public any documents or tapes 


USAF joins 
search for 
missing ship 


TOKYO (UPI) - The U.S. 
Air Force was called in today to 
aid in the search for a huge 
Norwegian ore ship missing 
with 32 seamen aboard. 
A Japanese Maritime Safety 
Agency spokesman said “no 
reports have so far been 
received" from ships alerted to 
be on the lookout for the 115,441- 
ton Berge Istra and its 
Norwegian crew, last reported 
in the Sea of Mindanao, the 
Philippines. 
The ore carrier, missing for 
10 days, was en route to Japan 
via the Philippines when it lost 
radio contact. 
The MSA spokesman said the 
U.S. Air Force based on 
Okinawa, about 1,000 miles 
south of Tokyo, would dispatch 
aircraft to search for the ship. 


until Nixon can appeal. 
It also gave Nixon and his 
agents access to the documents 
and tapes for copying for use in 
the memoirs he is writing. 
Nixon had challenged the 1974 
law denying him custody of 42 
million pages and over 800 
tapes on grounds Congress in­ 
fringed presidential privilege 
and the law violated Nixon’s 
personal rights to privacy and 
free speech. 
But the court, Judge Carl 
McGowan writing the opinion, 
dismissed the suit and held the 
law is constitutional. 
He noted that GSA has not yet 
issued regulations or rulings 
about which papers and tapes 
are of public historical value 


and which are purely private, 
belonging solely to Nixon. 
McGowan said Nixon could 
again sue to challenge such 
specific GSA rulings on grounds 
his privacy would be invaded. 
McGowan said any former 
president might be tempted to 
tamper with his papers so that 
his actions would be “viewed 
with fa v o r ’’ by future 
historians. 
Referring to the Watergate 
disclosures and a subsequent 
bill of impeachment passed by 
the House, McGowan said "that 
risk might rationally be thought 
by Congress to be considerably 
magnified by reference to the 
circumstances surrounding Mr. 
Nixon’s departure from office.

Alton hits strength assessment 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Israeli Foreign Minister Yigal Allon. 
who disagrees with U.S. intelligence assessments that his country 
is now the military equal of its Arab neighbors, visited the Pen 
tagon today to talk about sophisticated weapons Israel wants to 
buy. 
Allon, Israeli Ambassador Simcha Dinitz, State Department 
Middle East expert Joseph Sisco and Pentagon officials met with 
Defense Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld in his office just before 
noon. 
Israel is said to be seeking some of the United States' most 
powerful and sophisticated weapons, including the new Air Force 
F15 jet fighter and the Lance, an Army surface-to-surface missile 
Allon discussed the intelligence assessments Wednesday night as 
he responded to a warm toast by his host, Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger He carefully avoided mentioning the official who 
delivered the assessment of the Middle East military balance to 
several congressional committees. 


Canada seeking fewer U.S. ties 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Canada is seeking more in­ 
dependence from the United States through stronger ties with 
other nations, according to Ambassador to the U.S. Jack H. 
Warren. 
“We wish to diversify our relations and develop close ties with 
other countries and regions of the world in addition to those we 
enjoy with the United States," Warren told the Commonwealth 
Club Wednesday. 
“The purpose is not to supplant our relations with the United 
States, which will continue to grow and remain a key element, but 
to supplement them without discrimination and so create more 
balance." 


Public hospital medics protest 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Angry interns and residents charge 
that patients are stacking up in hallways at the city's biggest 
public hospital because of the doctor’s strike Hospital and health 
officials say it’s not that bad yet, but soon could be. 
Hospitals have started discharging patients to make room for 
more serious cases Even some emergency rooms shut down and 
thousands of hospital workers have been laid off. 
The strike by physicians protesting the high cost of malpractice 
insurance was a week old today and its effects were becoming 
serious, although county health officials said there was no 
emergency yet. 


No early solution insurance seen 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — It may be a matter of months before 
the problem of skyrocketing premiums for medical malpractice in­ 
surance can be resolved, according to Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr.'s chief spokesman on the issue. 
Robert Gnaidza made the remark Wednesday following a 
meeting between state legislators, the administration and 
members of the militant United Physicians of California. Gnaidza 
earlier expressed optimism that the medical malpractice in­ 
surance problem could be resolved by mid February. 


Auto repairs to hike insurance 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The increased cost of auto repairs will 
significantly increase automobile insurance rates in the coming 
year, an insurance industry spokesman warned drivers Wednes­ 
day. 
George Watts said insurance companies trying to stay com­ 
petitive kept their rates so low last year that they suffered a $4 
billion underwriting loss. 
Auto repair costs have risen, he said, to the point where a totally 
demolished standard size car selling for $5,500 would cost $23.500 to 
repair in a body shop. 
Watts also predicted that most companies would eliminate so- 
called small car discounts, primarily because of the increasing 
costs of repairing small cars. 


More strikes face 
Spain's new regime 


MADRID, Spain (UPI)-The 
month-old government of 
Prime Minister Carlos Arias 
Navarro today faced new 
strikes and demonstrations by 
militant workers. 
More than 6,000 steel workers 
at the Ensidesa steel works in 
northern Spain walked off their 
jobs in a wage dispute and 50 
representatives of a construc­ 
tion workers’ union locked 
themselves into their Madrid 
headquarters to protest rejec­ 
tion of wage demands. 
The construction workers 
want a 23 per cent increase to 
$14.20 a day, a 40-hour week, 
paid month-long vacations and 
improved benefits. The govern­ 
ment has vowed to hold down 
wage increases to halt inflation. 
The new strikes followed par­ 
tial restoration of Madrid’s sub­ 
way service by army engineers 
who were sent in by the govern­ 
ment to take over the operation 
shut down three days ago by a 
transit workers walkout. 
The latest labor conflicts in a 
country where most strikes are 
illegal were seen as a major 


challenge to Spain’s first post- 
Franco government. 
Police today confiscated the 
identity cards of about 100 
alleged labor agitators who cir­ 
culated at construction sites 
urging a walkout. 
In the industrial suburb of 
Vallecas, police broke up a 
street demonstration by 500 
persons supporting the striking 
subway workers. 
Army specialists, working 
under police guard, restored 
service on two of Madrid’s 
seven subway lines Wednesday 
and today, easing massive traf­ 
fic jams in the city.

Brown s 
new proposals amounted to 
modest expansions of existing 
programs, including Income tax 
breaks for the working poor, 
college grants for disadvan­ 
taged students and a civilian 
conservation corps for the un­ 
employed 
liie governor said California 
has left behind the era of rapid 
governmental growth and is 
"entering an era of limits " 
‘ It is now a question of 
reordering priorities and choos­ 
ing one program over another 
based on a rigorous standard of 
equity and common sense." he 
said ' "We should do those 
things which government does 
well, perform them in the most 
effective manner and help those 
who are most in need " 
California Democratic law­ 
makers gave Brown good but 
not rave reviews for his sub­ 
dued 11-minute speech 
Republicans gave it a cool 
reception. 
"It was a low-key statement 
of policy." said Senate Presi­ 
dent Prò Tern James R. Mills. 
D-San Diego it wasn’t one of 
those speeches like Ronald 
Reagan used to give, saying 
we’re going to slay all the 
dragons in the year ahead." 
Sen 
Dennis Carpenter of 
Newport Beach, chairman of 
the Senate Republican caucus 
and an open admirer of the 
governor's frugality in the past, 
said he did not think "it was up 
to the governor’s usual stan­ 


dards It wasn’t very bold” 
Brown, frequently wringing 
his hands while reading the six- 
page address to the legislature, 
proposed an estimated $50 
million Income tax cut for 1.8 
million low income Califor­ 
nians 
The governor called for 
eliminating sUte income taxes 
by July 1 for Individuals earning 
$5.000 or less a year and for 
m arried couples making 
$10.000 
" Those at the lower end of 
the economic scale have the 
least ability to withstand the 
ravages of inflation." he said, 
"These are the citizens who 
need all they earn” 
Althou0) he did not mention 
it to his television audience, 
current law provides similar 
exemptions for such persons 
receiving $4.000 and $8.000, 
respectively, and the proposed 
increase would do little more 
than keep pace with inflation. 
Pressing the theme of aiding 
low income Californians, 
Brown recommended a 50 per 
cent increase in funds for 
educational opportunity 
programs for disadvantaged 
college students. 
Currently, the programs cost 
about $16 million a year in state 
funds But the governor’s fiscal 
advisers cautioned the increase 
likely would not boost the sum 
to $24 million in a single year. 
Instead, they indicated the hike 
could be spread over four years 
— from the time a student 
entered college until he 
graduated. 


The governor proposed set­ 
ting aside $10 million for a 
civilian conservatimi corps. An 
aide later said the amount 
would include the $5 million the 


state currently spends for such 
efforts. 
Democratic Assemblyman 
Ken Meade of Berkeley praised 
Brown’s efforts to help the 
poor 
"The system now only 
deals with 30 per cent of the 
people. The governor is now 
showing concern for the other 
70 per cent." 
He advanced a plan for state 
employes to receive a flat 
dollar salary increase across 
the board instead of the 
traditional percentage pay 
raise. He offered a similar plan 
last year but it was defeated in 
the legislature. 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy of San Francisco and 
other Democrats predicted 
favorable public reaction to the 
governor's speech. 
"He has an absolute smell for 
politics, even more than his 
father." said Assemblyman 
Daniel Boatwright, D-Concord. 
Brown’s father is former two- 
term Gov. Edmund G. "Pat" 
Brown. 
As the impact of the Southern 
California doctors' strike 
spread, tlw governor offered no 
new 8(rfutions for the medical 
malpractice insurance crisis. 
He said the problem could be 
solved, "but only if those af­ 
fected are willing to sacrifice 
and accept fundamental 
reform.” 
Some criticism was directed 
at the governor for what he did 
not say in the speech, par­ 
ticularly on the issues of crime 
and school finance. 
Making the best of it, state 
schools chief Wilson Riles told 
reporters, "the fact that he 
didn’t mention education leaves 
us negotiating room. If he had 
said something, he might have 
nailed the lid on the box”

C alif, estate with a 
number of his former White 
House aides, a close friend and 
supporter said today. 
Rabbi Baruch Korff said that 
he expected the gathering to in­ 
clude Jirfin J. McLaughlin, who 
was Nixon’s Jesuit priest 
speechwriter, and Gerald R. 
Warren, vrho served as deputy 
press secretary and is now 
editor of the San Diego Union. 
Korff, who sees Nixon often, 
describ^ the former F»resldent' 
as "quite confident" and believ­ 
ing that there will be "a change 
in the assessment of his ad­ 
ministration with all the revela­ 
tions of the Kennedy era by 
comparison of what he’s done." 
" I’m not an abstentist...still 
the situation with John F. Ken­ 
nedy appalled me," he said. 
Korff referred to reports that 
Kennedy was seeing Judith Ex- 
ner Campbell during his White 
House days 
"There are so 
many women," he said. "Why 
does he have to share one with 
two gangsters." 
Korff heads the President 
Nixon Justice Fund, which sent 
the former President the 


following telegram: 
"May your 63rd birthday 
have a new beginning of a new 
career as a custodian of 
America’s future heritage and 
may your future be as bright as 
our undaunted faith in you. 
Happy 
b irth d ay, 
M r. 
President” 
Korff still refers to Nixon, 
who resigned Aug. 9,1974 as a 
result of the Watergate scan­ 
dal, as "the President." 
So far he has raised $270,000 
to pay a $518,000 bill for Nixon’s 
team of lawyers, headed by 
Herbert M iller, which is 
fighting for Mm to have custody 
of his White House tapes and 
documents. A three-judge ap­ 
peals court ruled against Nix­ 
on’s claim Wednesday.

SACRAMENTO (UFI) - Ugislatlon deiigned to 
protect the health of women by outlawing silicone in­ 
jections for breast enlargement has advanced to the

The biil AB2445 by Assemblyman Bill McVittie.'D- 
Upland, was approved Wednesday by the Criminal 
Justice Committee on a 44) vote. 
The measure would make it a crime pmishable by 
up to a year in jail and a $1.000 fine for anyone to 
prescribe or administer silicone breast injections. It 
w(Njld not aj^ly to the medically approved practice of 
surgically implanting silicone bags in the breast. 
T ^ California Medical Association and silicon 
producers both supported the legislation. McVittie 
cited studies showing that women who receive silicone 
injections run the risk of liver damage and breast 
removal. 


U.S. information law may sever French cooperation 


>« 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
French police chief warned a 
federal court Wednesday that 
France will stop cooperating 
with U.S. narcotics agents if 
American judges force secret 
reports to be made public under 
the federal Freedom of Infor­ 
mation Act. 
•*I believe we could no longer 
live up to the agreement" to 
cooperate against international 
narcotics dealers, said Fran­ 
cois LeMouel. Contrôleur 
General of the central French 
judiciary police. 
The Justice Department 
b fo t^ t not only LeMouel but 
h i^ ranking police officials 


from England and acrcws the 
nation to testify against an at­ 
tempt by the Church of Scien­ 
tology to force federal nar­ 
cotics agents to turn over all 
documents in which the church 
is named. 
LeMouel said his agency sent 
93 written reports to the U.S. 
Drug Enforcement Agency last 
year and he considers secrecy 
a vital element in co(^ration 
between police forces of dif­ 
ferent nations. 
“We could no longer be able 
to do this if the information was 
given to the general public," he 
said through an interpreter. "It 
would hinder our repressive ac- 


tions in the future. It would 
greatly damage our repressive 
actions against organised 
crime " 
France has no law, he said, 
like the Freedom of Informa­ 
tion Act, which requires 
government agencies to dis­ 
close to citizens and private 
groups the contents of official 
files on them 
He said he considers as secret 
any report he wishes to be kept 
secret 
He said he would not refuse 
all co(^ration, but would halt 
such projects as tailing 
organized crime figures in 
France and advising U.S. agen­ 


cies of their activities. "If we 
knew 100 pounds of heroin was 
coming in to the port of New 
York hidden in a car, of course 
we 
would 
no tify 
U.S. 
authorities," he added. 


The Church of Scientology 
has filed many suits in federal 
courts demanding files on it 
from the State and Defense 
departm ents, the Internal 
Revenue service, the FBI, the 
DEA and other agencies.

The indictment alleged Miss 
Good made threats during calls 
on Sept. 10.11 and 19 to the new­ 
spaper and the American radio 
stati(Mis. It said she spt^e with 
the Canadian station on Oct. 3. 
The indictment did not 
specify the nature of the threats 
or against whom they were 
made, other than to say they 
were "to injure the person of 
another." 
Following the Sept. 5 arrest 
of Miss Fromme. Miss Good 


told several reporters in 
telephone interviews the 
Manson clan had drawn up a 
death list of 3.000 names in a 
war against environmental 
polluters. 
At the time. Miss Good ran­ 
domly identified Urgets on the 
death list to reporters. Most 
were prwninent business ex­ 
ecutives. 
She said corporate polluters 
"should give all their money 
and technology to clean up the 
environment.” 
If convicted. Miss Good, 
follower of imprisoned mass 
murderer Charles Manson, 
could be sentenced to up to five 
years in prison on each count.

Cut into three 
pieces Bake 450 for twenty minutes, or until lightly 
borwn, turn, brown other side. Serve warm. Makes 5(4 
dozen.

1 cup wild rice

Add sesame seeds, beaten eggs 
and flour, a little at a time. Then add salt and baking 
powder. Space a scant teaq>oon of dou^ (2 inches apart) 
on a lightly greased cookie sheet. Bake 350 for 10 minutes. 
Cool 1-2 minutes. Remove. Makes about 7 dozen. 
Walnut Balls 
1 cup butter or margarine, softened 
V4 cup sugar 
Few grains of salt 
Pinch of baking powder 
2 cups all purpose flour 
1 cup coarsely chopped walnuts 
About 1 cup confectioner’s sugar 
In a medium sized mixing bowl, mix butter, sugar, salt 
and baking powder. Stir in flour and wabiuts. If mixture is 
too soft to handle, cover and chill in refrigerator several 
hours. Heat oven to 300 F. Roll helping teaspoons of the 
dough into 1 inch balls and place on ungreased cookie 
sheets. Bake about 50 to 60 minutes, until lightly browned. 
Cool cookies on wire rack 30 minutes and Uien gently 
shake about 4 of the balls at a time in a paper bag with the 
confectioner’s sugar. Cool about M minutes longer and 
then gently shake again with confectioner’s sugar. Makes 
about 40 cookies. Store in airtight container in freezer.

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Supervisors okay consolidation 
of health care delivery services 


Better health delivery ser­ 
vices at less cost should emerge 
from the consolidation of ser­ 
vices, functions and ad­ 
ministration of the former 
County Departments of Public 
Health. Santa Barbara General 
Hospital, and Santa Maria 
Hospital, it was observed by 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher as 
the Board of Supervisors ap­ 
proved an interim table of 
organization developed by new 
County Health Care Services 
Director Lawrence Hart. 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, 
submitted a motion for ap­ 
proval of recommendations of 
Dr Hart, who was given direc­ 
tions to set up a final table of 
organization aimed at the 
merging of the health related 
county departments. The mo­ 
tion was approved by the board 
Monday. 
Dr. Hart had recommended: 
-The Health Care Services 
Director be designated as ap­ 
pointing authority for the ad­ 
ministrator. Santa Barbara 
General Hospital, and for the 
Santa M aria Hospital ad­ 
ministrator. 
—That the positions of ad­ 
ministrator of the two hospitals 
be designated as assistant 
department heads. 
-That persons presently 
holding positions of deputy 
health officer and assistant 
hospital administrator remain 


exempt from Civil Service until 
a final organizational table is 
submitted and approved by the 
board 
—That the North County 
Hospital Advisory Committee 
and the General Hospital Ad­ 
visory Committee from the 
South County be consolidated 
into a Health Care Services Ad­ 
visory Committee, advisory to 
Dr. Hart 
The consolidation move is 
aimed at providing a coor­ 
dinated and cohesive health 
care delivery service to 
patients for whom the county 
has been mandated to provide 
care. Dr Hart showed 
He felt the interim organiza­ 
tion proposed would suffice un­ 
til a final organization plan was 
submitted and approved. 
The new organizational struc­ 
ture, it was shown, reflects a 
need to coordinate and 
centralize where possible, 
similar functions 
Many of 
these functions, according to 
Dr. Hart, previously had been 
carried out separately by the 
Health Department and the two 
county hospitals. 
A final organizational plan 
will be developed by Dr. Hart in 
conjunction with County Ad­ 
ministrative Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson. Wilbur Wagstaff, 
personnel director, and County 
Counsel George Hading. 
To integrate preventive and 


curative services as part of the 
organization of the Department 
of Health Care Services, the 
following actions are being in­ 
itiated: 
—Establishment of a chest 
clinic at Santa Maria Hospital 
to be held every two weeks to 
include diagnostic and followup 
care for tuberculosis, and to be 
staffed jointly by public health 
and hospital personnel 


—The Health Department 
physician will be assigned to 
Santa Maria Hospital to par­ 
ticipate in clinic services there. 
—Establishment of a Medical 
Chest Clinic (including TB 
care) at the Health Department 
building in Santa Barbara to be 
staffed jointly by General 
Hospital and Health Depart­ 
ment physicians and other 
staff. 


—Provision of venereal dis­ 
ease diagnostic and treatment 
services at Santa Maria 
Hospital Clinic during the full 
normal working hours 
—Provision for venereal dis­ 
ease services at Franklin Clinic 
in Santa Barbara during all nor­ 
mal working hours.

Warnings concerning carbon 
monoxide poisoning have been 
issued by Dr. Lawrence Hart, 
recently appointed director oi 
health care services for Santa 
Barbara Coimty. 
Cabrwi nwnoxide if a deadly 
poisonous gas that gives no 
warning of its presence. Dr. 
Hart said. It is invisible, 
odorless and tasteless. 
By taking a few simple 
precautions, it can be avoidied, 
however, the health director 
said. 
"Especially during colder 
weather, with increased use of 
gas and other fuel burning 
heaters, it is important to check 
your home for proper venting to 
the outside, illegal connections 
and for gas or stove pipes in 
poor repair,” said Dr. Hart. 
"Defects should be corrected 
immediately, and adequate 
ventilation provided at all 
times 
Those exposed to carbon 
monoxide poisoning will ex­ 
perience headache, dizziness, 
nausea, vomiting and physical 
weakness. 
"Prevention is the best way 
to avoid accidents, but when a 
gas poisoning incident occurs, 
knowledge of what to do can 
save a life," said Dr. Hart.

Most other schools, according to Long, are lucky to draw 
75 to 200 people for a good match Lompoc and Cabrillo will 
routinely draw 500 to 2.000 
A quickie study of the phenomena of such popularity un­ 
covered a few logical reasons for the local wrestling fever: 
1. The rivalry. Lompoc won the first eight matches 
between the two schools, but since ’70, the Braves hold only a 
5-to-4 edge, with three ties Even when the locals wrestle 
teams from outside the Valley, the fan turnout is usually 
pretty good. 
2 The fact that Lompoc is a fairly sports-oriented town, 
combined with the fact that the options open to entertain­ 
ment seekers are often narrow 
3. The fact that both local wrestling teams have been 
ridiculously successful in recent years. 
A Valley team has won the league wrestling championship 
in six out of the last seven seasons. 
In the last four seasons, since the birth of the Northern 
League. Lompoc and Cabrillo have lost a total of just six dual 


matches to teams outside the Valley, while winning 71 and 
tying one. 
Long and with Lompoc coach Jerry Hamstad credit the 
success of their wrestlers to such factors as strong youth 
programs, community support, school administration sup­ 
port. and fan support. And hard work by coaches and 
athletes. 
"The primary reason for our success,” says Long, "is the 
interest of the community. Wrestling as a sport is not subser­ 
vient to anything I’m pretty convinced that the community 
has so well supported our program that we’re drawing good 
athletes.” 
"It’s just our overall athletic departments,” offers Ham­ 
stad. “In almost all sports I think both schools haw been at 
the top of the league I don’t think it’s just wrestling.” 
Judging by past performances of the two local teams in 
tournament, league and CIF competition, the caliber of 
wrestling here is high 
Long, wrestling’s number one public relations man in the 
valley, says, “I can say unequivocally that Lompoc has two 
of the finest wrestling schools in California. I’m speaking for 
Jerry, too, when I say that the two teams could compete in a 
dual match situation against anybody, any time.” 
The Braves put a slight dent in that statement Tuesday 
night when they lost their league opener to an excellent San 
Luis Obispo team 
If anything, that loss puts added weight on tonight's 
match. The Braves need a win. while the Conqs would love to 
help their rivals off to an 0-2 start. 
Tonight’s match won’t decide the league title one way or 
the other. That won’t be decided until the heavily-weighted 
league meet But that fact won’t dim the enthusiasm of the 
fans and participants tonight 
"There’s no one that I get as much gratification out of try­ 


ing to ueat as Jerry Hamstad,” says Long, “because I know 
how hard he works.” 
The feeling is no doubt mutual. 
"I can honestly say,” adds Long, "that both teams will be 
totally prepared. Whichever team wins, it will simply be 
because they are the better team that night.” 
Both teams underwent intensive training daring the two- 
week holiday "vacation.” The Braves worked out hard every 
day except for Christmas and Sundays. The Conqs geared all 
their efforts to tonight’s match, having drawn pushover 
Righetti in last Tuesday’s league opener. 
The most attractive individual matchup of the night is one 
that may never materialize. Cabrillo’s Mark Hall, who has 
pinned nine straight opponents, may meet Lompoc’s 
muscular Steve Miliate at either 166 or 175. But neither 
coach is committing his lineup at those spots until mat time. 
Other top matchups, according to Hamstad, should occur 
at 112, 120, 127,145 and heavyweight (see lineups).

SC star Kemp 
drafted No. 1 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - If outfielder 
Steve Kemp can reach an agreement 
with the Detroit Tigers on a contract, the 
University of Southern California’s hot­ 
test hitting sensation could be on his way 
to playing pro ball. 
Kemp was the Tigers’ No. 1 draft pick 
Wednesday in baseball's 11th annual 
winter draft of free agents. 
“I’m very excited,” said the 5-11,185- 
pound outfielder, who led USC to the 
Pacific-8 title last season on the strength 
of his hitting. 
"I’m very pleased to be the No. 1 pick 
in the nation. It’s great to be with 
Detroit. I feel I’m ready to go into pro 
ball. That’s my plan. Hopefully, we’ll be 
able to get together on a contract and I’ll 
be on my way to pro ball.” 
As a junior last year, the left-handed 
Kemp played in 57 games, batted .435 
and hit 13 home runs and 67 RBIs. 
He stayed out of school in September 
to be eligible for the winter draft, and 
said whether he returns to USC in the 
spring depends on contract negotiations. 
In his sophomore year, Kemp was 
utilized as a designated hitter, playing in 
61 games and batting 3.51, hitting five 
homers and 42 RBIs. 
He was named to the Sporting News 
All-America team and last year broke 
USC’s single season batting average 
mark of .404, set in 1953 by Ed Simpson. 
Trojan baseball coach Rod Dedeaux is 
in awe of Kemp’s hitting prowess. 
“He’s an amazing hitter, one of the 
finest pure hitters I’ve ever seen.” 
Dedeaux said. 


Haywood blasts Russell, Seattle 


SEATTLE (UPI) — Spencer Haywood, claiming “I 
built the franchise here,” came into town with the New 
York Knicks Wednesday with bitter comments for his 
former coach on the Seattle Supersonics, Bill Russell, 
and the team management. 
"Russell could not have me around any more,” said 
Haywood, an all-star forward traded in the off-season to 
the Knicks for an estimated $2 million and a first round 
draft pick. 
“I’m a man and he’s a man, but he wants boys around 
men. There’s no superstar allowed in Seattle — only 
Russell Russell initiated the trade, right after last 
season I know damned well he did. The management in 
New York told me that. 
"All of a sudden I became the villain because I wanted 
to go to a nice place," said the quiet and sensitive 
Haywood "All I heard all summer was how I couldn’t 
play any more. Certain sportswriters and broadcasters 
were saying it about me all summer. 
"They tried to build up the idea that I left, that 1 


wanted out. The truth is that it was exactly the opposite 
— and I resented it totally.” 
He also expressed unhitppiness at being criticized for 
not being "appealing” to the public. 


"You can’t appeal to everybody. You just want to gain 
their respect You have to be a man. I wasn’t the kind of 
nigger they wanted. They couldn’t call me ‘boy’ and kiss 
me on the head. 
"You’re told you’re a fine athlete but a dumb nigger. I 
don’t go for that. They’re nice fans in Seattle but they 
have a lot to learn.’’ 


Haywood, who suffered from a series of injuries and 
illnesses in his five years with the Sonics, said he was 
sent to the Mayo Clinic after last season as part of the 
justification for trading him. 
"They found out at the Mayo Clinic that I had one of 
the most perfect bodies of any athlete. They sent the 
report back to Mr Russell, to Bob Walsh Russell’s as­ 
sistant and to Sam Schulman Sonics owner, but it was 


totally ignored. It said this kid has a clean bill of health, 
except for the allergies.” 
The 6-8 former Olympic star said Russell played psy­ 
chological games with him during Seattle’s first-ever 
playoff appearance last season. 
"In the playoffs, he ran me in and out, trying to 
stretch my intensity to the breaking point so I’d say to 
hell with it.” 
He accused Russell of mistreating former Sonics Jim 
McDaniels, John Brisker, Mahdi Andul-Rahman and 
Kennedy McIntosh. And he said he hoped the coach 
wouldn’t "destroy” two present Sonic starters — high 
scoring guard Fred Brown and top forward Leonard 
Gray. 
Despite his strong criticisms, Haywood added, "I 
don’t dislike Mr. Russell. I respect him as a coach and 
as a former great athlete.” 
Of his new team, Haywood said, "I’ve found another 
home and maybe it’s for the better. The people in New 
York are treating me very well and I’m happy."

The crisis 


The medical malpractice in­ 
surance crisis is, of course, 
the major issue of the day. It 
has created, in our opinion, 
perhaps the most serious 
crisis for our Valley and its 
residents and for our hospital 
district and medical profes­ 
sion. 


It appears that our hospital 
board of directors and staff 
administrators have explored 
nearly every feasible move to 
soften the impact of the crisis. 
Some of the actions have been 
extremely daring, such as the 
self-insurance program that 
the hospital has itself under­ 
taken. 


Now we have under con­ 
sideration the establishment 
of outpatient clinics as a stop­ 
gap measure to provide health 
services to citizens. It is our 
opinion that such measures 
are truly stop-gap and if and 
when the crisis is resolved, the

outpatient clinics would find 
little reason to exist. 
We are greatly fearful for 
the financial position of the 
hospital during this crisis. The 
facility cannot afford to lose at 
the present rate of loss each 
day that the crisis continues. 
Raising rates won’t produce 
the needed income when there 
are no patients to charge. 
We have said before, and we 
repeat, that the answer to the 
entire problem lies in some 
hard-headed compromises be­ 
ing made by all concerned and 
put into strong legislation at 
the State level that will 
guarantee the crisis will not be 
repeated. This is going to 
require the full, unselfish 
cooperation of the insurance 
firms, the legal profession and 
the medical profession. Once 
there is agreement and com­ 
promise, the legislators would 
have little difficulty in taking 
it from there. 


U SG S on the spot 


If City Atty. Alan Davidson has his 
way. the city of Lompoc Water Commis­ 
sion will flex its municipal muscle in 
righteous indignation over delays by the 
United States Geologic Survey in 
publication of a salt balance study on the 
Lompoc Basin. 
Davidson said Wednesday that it was 
high time the city and 
others interested in 
water supply matters 
had a look at the study 
because of its bearing 
on a wide variety of 
problems. The Santa 
Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, 
the Santa Barbara 
County A dvisory 
Water Committee and 
finally the County 
Water Agency have 
been waiting for years 
to learn what the experts have to say 
about the salt balance of the un­ 
derground basin. 
Davidson wants the council to take 
whatever steps are necessary to pry the 
document out of the files of the USGS. 
Dave Apple, who has worked intimate­ 
ly on the project for the USGS, although 
he is not directly the author, said 
Wednesday that he was troubled by the 
delays of USGS to complete the project. 
He said he would find out what the 
problem was when he visits the USGS 
headquarters in Menlo Park shortly. 
This concern is nothing new for Apple. 
The technician told this reporter early 
last fall that the salt balance study was 
completed, but that someone “upstairs” 
had ordered a rewrite of certain portions 
of the document. Apple was not happy 
about the matter.

if one considers that the problem of 
recharging the underground with fresh 
water to counter balance the salts was 
not considered a serious need by the 
Bureau of Reclamation. 
In that light the safe annual yield of the 
illfated Lompoc Project did not reflect 
any water releases for that purpose. If 
the Bureau engineers had seen a need 
along that line, they would have had to 
reduce the safe yield and, speculating 
now, that would have made the project 
appear unfeasible long before that con­ 
clusion was finally reached. 
There has been an unconfirmed rumor 
that the study will show that any water 
reclamation project built on the Santa 
Ynez River is going to have to include 
releases for salt balance. All of the 
ramifications of that fact if it is a fact, 
were not immediately clear Wednesday, 
but the yield of the Cachuma project 
could be affected in a way to closely af­ 
fect upcoming studies on conjunctive 
use. Conjunctive use, for those who don’t 
know is the heady proposal, being pushed 
by various experts and near experts to in­ 
crease the yield of Cachuma and hence 
increase the amount of water available 
to the South County. 
All th^s is dull enough, but in a real 
way it is of vital import for the future of 
Lompoc Valley and also for the entire 
county.

Ford adviser sees GOP disaster 


WASHINGTON - One of President 
Ford’s top advisers privately forecasts a 
Republican debacle at the polls this 
year. His reasons are strictly economic. 
On condition that we not identify him, 
he told us frankly why he expects 1976 to 
be a bad year for the Republicans. Here 
are his main points: 
— More than eight 
million Americans are 
out of work. Millions 
more, seeing their 
n eig h b o rs 
un­ 
employed, are uneasy 
about their own jobs. 
They can be expected 
to vote overwhelming­ 
ly for the Democratic 
ticket. 
— The inflation rate 
is now running slightly 
above eight per cent. 
This is slowly im­ 
poverishing millions of Americans who 
live on fixed pensions. They are almost 
sure to turn to the Democrats in 
November, too. 
— Although wages are expected to 
keep up with inflation in the year ahead, 
most Americans are complaining about 
soaring prices. Not only are prices 
higher than ever but the quality of both 
products and services have deteriorated. 
Americans, therefore, are paying more 
for less. More than likely, the majority 
will register their displeasure by voting 
against the party in power. 
— Americans are now importing 40 per 
cent of the petroleum they use. For this, 
they pay the oil potentates a staggering 
sum which must come out of the U.S. 
economy. Most Americans tend to blame 
the Administration both for the higher 
gas prices and the sluggish economy. 


— Contrary to Republican gospel, 
higher prices haven’t stimulated in­ 
creased production. An alarming 30 per 
cent of our industrial capacity still 
stands idle. Despite skyrocketing oil and 
gas prices, for example, the oil com­ 
panies are opening fewer wells than they 
did at the lower prices. This has under­ 
mined public faith in GOP solutions. 


— The world demand for food has 
stimulated farm production, but the 
great grain companies and food proces­ 
sors have been banking most of the 
profits. Meanwhile, back on the farm, 
the farmers are caught in a cost squeeze. 
Many of them, who normally are conser­ 
vative Republicans, may be restless 
enough by November to vote for 
Democrats. 


— The President’s economic advisers 
agree privately that his proposed budget 
provides less, not more stimulus to the 


economy. This may be the responsible 
way to curb inflation, but our source 
believes it will cost votes in November. 
He points out that Americans, when 
their pocketbooks are pinched, tend to 
vote Democratic. That’s why he is 
worried about the coming election. 
AGENTS IN DANGER: The truth 
about the tragic death of Richard Welch 
is that the Central Intelligence Agency 
didn't properly protect its top man in 
Athens 
Like other CIA station chiefs around 
the world, Welch posed as a "diplomat.” 
But it was a transparent cover that 
foreign diplomats easily saw through. 
The CIA has never made more than a 
flimsy effort to disguise some of its 
regular agents. 
Worse, CIA station chiefs are usually 
housed in residences, which are passed 
on to their successors. More often than 
not, the locations of these CIA residences 
become the whispered talk of the 
diplomatic community. 
The CIA put Welch, for example, in the 
same house that CIA station chiefs had 
occupied for the past 25 years. At least 
seven CIA station chiefs, according to 
our sources, had resided there. 
In a letter to a former colleague short­ 
ly before his murder, Welch himself 
described the home as “very pleasant if 
somewhat notorious.” 
A few years ago in Vietnam, to cite 
another example, the CIA received

reports that the station chiefs home had 
been targeted by the Viet Conq. The 
cloak-and-dagger man moved out tem­ 
porarily but soon came back “because be 
liked the house,” report our sources. 
Footnote: CIA operatives around the 
world, meanwhile, have been en­ 
dangered by publicity. Hie CIA defector, 
Philip Agee, published the names of 
dozens of CIA agents and contacts in 
Latin America The agents were quickly 
withdrawn but their local contacts were 
left behind. A number have received 
threats. In Uruguay, one miraculously 
escaped injury after an assailant emp­ 
tied a pistol into his automobile at an in­ 
tersection. In Ecuador, an engineer on 
Agee’s list appeared at the U.S. embassy 
to plead for protection. Others have 
hired armed guards to protect their 
homes and children. 
WATCH ON WASTE: Postal officials 
plan to spend some of the money from 
the new rate increase (Hi their own 
health. They have awarded a $100,800 
enabling contract to National Health Ser­ 
vices, Inc., to give some 540 postal ex­ 
ecutives regular physicals. 
A postal spokesman argued that the 
exams would reduce the turnover of 
managers and thus produce a more ef­ 
ficient service. Yet he acknowledged 
that, because of the Postal Service’s 
financial difficulties, the contract may 
not be implemented.

On a visit to The Tonight Show, Johnny 
Carson smiled and said: "New Year’s 
Resolution: no more President Ford 
clumsy jokes ” Then Johnny Carson 
smiled his choirboy-in-the-cookie-jar 
smile and said: “I’m not very good at 
keeping New Year’s Resolutions.” 
No indeed The President is not safe 
from becoming a staple of humor until 
rescued by pity (i.e., severe losses in the 
primaries) or mercy (If he withdraws 
from the race) or a sudden surge of 
dignity (if he wins the early primaries or 
recaptures the Mayaguez.) 
The notion of presidential dignity and 
its hallowed place in popular culture has 
not been the same since Lyndon Johnson 
hiked his shirt to show his souvenir from 
surgery. 
Since then, the monologue on The 
Tonight Show has become an epilogue of 
American perceptions. In political dis­ 
course, Johnny Carson is not a pioneer; 
rather, he echoes what people are think­ 
ing anyway. 
Gerald R. Ford as Buster Keaton is 
now as firmly set in public consciousness 
as any other stereotype in the pantheon 
of stock humor: Ed McMahon as Field- 
sian, R ab elaisian tip p le r, Doc 
Severinsen as sartorial wierdo, Tommy 
Newsom as turnip-like ordinarian. 
So what does President Ford do about 
it? Not much. One reason his mishaps 
are so frequently photographed is the 
very openness for which he was praised 
in August, 1974. 
R ich ard Nixon was seldom 
photographed in public except in tightly- 
controlled situations because Richard 
Nixon was singularly graceless. He 
seemed flatfooted and walked as though 
he were on ice skates. And Richard Nix­ 
on was no Bobby Orr. 
President Ford’s mishaps are not at all 
characteristic. He is far more agile and 
graceful physically than most men his 
age. He is also less vain than Nixon, 
Johnson or John Kennedy and therefore, 
less self-conscious and more often 
photographed stumbling. 
No one thinks that the public demand 
for a President includes agility on the ski 
slopes. Rather, the mishaps seem to be 
— in kitchen-table discussions and in 
nightclub-comic routines — an overall 
metaphor for Mr. Ford’s political clum­ 
siness. 
The WIN Button, the pie-throwing at 
New York City, the Laurel-and-Hardy 
execution of the Halloween Massacre, 
the disappearing act of the tax cut — all 
amount to a slapstick presidency. 
If Mr. Ford’s public actions were con­ 
sistent, credible and logically explained, 
then his physical stumbles would not 
only be tolerated, but even indulged and 
welcomed as a touch of the common 
man. Right now, he seems too much the 
common man, an average guy scrambl­ 
ing to hold onto a job that may be too big 
for him and therefore doing drastic, in­ 
consistent things to hold onto that job. 
That posture surely explains Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen’s protest to 
reporters in Vail, Colo., that no sir, the 
President was not at all clumsy. Nes­ 
sen’s performance was the least adroit 
move in politics since Sen. William Scott 
of Virginia called a press conference to 
deny that he was the dumbest person in 
Congress, then could not provide proof. 
No one started guffawing about the 
President until the WIN button. But the 
rueful chuckling had already begun when 
he announced a week after taking office 
that he was planning to run for a full 
term as President, a decision that could 
have been postponed for months and 
months. (Especially for all the good it’s 
done his campaign.) 
In the cynical perception of Americans 
toward politics, Richard Nixon made the 
concept of presidential dignity a joke. 
Gerald Ford’s feet aren’t helping. 
Neither is his head.
